Response to Amendment 

The declaration filed on May 1 1 , 2009 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Yoo et al. reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-19 are allowed. 

As the generic claim, claim 1, has been found to be allowable, the dependent 
claim, claim 19, directed towards a non-elected species of grafting agent, has been 
rejoined. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
system comprising a polymer, a compatibilizer, and a starch component having the 
combination of an unplasticized starch with the claimed moisture content is not taught or 
suggested in the prior art of record. Dehennau et al. teaches a blend comprising starch, 
a thermoplastic and a compatibilizer (See examples) but does not teach the claimed 
moisture content or the use of granular starch. Jane et al. teaches granular starch in a 
simlar composition, and teaches processing at an elevated temperature. However, as 
Jane et al. emphasizes a period at the elevated temperatures (4:22-35), the starch 
would not have sufficient time to achieve the claimed moisture content. Finally, 
Krishnan et al. (US Pat. 5,500,465) teaches a starch with less than 1% moisture 
(Abstract). However, Krishnan et al. requires the starch to be plasticized during 
processing (3:45-63). As none of the prior art refernces teach or suggest the

combination of an an unplasticized starch with the claimed moisture content, the 
claimed composition is allowable.
